An avalanche of wet votes from city precincts threw repeal 
into a quick lead which mounted during the night. 


The historic vote came at a time when the state was “drier” 
than at any time since statehood in 1907.

Returning Congress 


As President Eisenhower flew to 
Augusta for a few days of Georgia sun- 
shine, Congress was returning to Wash- 
ington to come to grips with the Eisen- 


hower program and other major issues 
facing the country. 


The House and Senate had a longer 
Easter recess this year—10 days in which 
to confer with constituents, to assess the 
state of public opinion and politics and to 
observe economic conditions in their re- 
spective areas, 

One thing Congress probably discov- 
ered—and this should have some bearing 
on spending pressures—is that unemploy- 
ment is receding and that the country is 
optimistic about the future in spite of the 
threat at Berlin. There is worry about in- 
flation and about the fact that employ- 
ment still lags behind a near-record level 
of business activity. Even so, March 
showed the sharpest recovery yet from 
the peak of 5,400,000 unemployed last 
year. 

But the fact that unemployment is a 
problem still is emphasized by the sched- 
uled protest meeting in Washington of 
some 5,000 representatives of the con- 
dition. Employment has not kept pace 
with business recovery, bringing up the 
necessity for long-range studies to insure 
job opportunities. 

As for the budget, pressures for spend- 
ing beyond President Eisenhower's tightly 
balanced requests make it improbable 
that the much-desired balanced budget 
will be attained this year. 

Both Democrats and Republicans 
say it is most desirable to balance the 
budget yet neither is willing to vote the 
additional taxes or cut the spending which 
would make it possible. Democrats es- 
pecially are proposing more spending 
without more taxes. Budgets cannot be 
balanced that way. 

Some phases of the President’s pro- 
posals—especially on defense spending— 
have been thrown out of kilter by events. 
The Berlin showdown has increased con- 
gressional sentiment for stepped-up mis- 
sile output, for nuclear-powered subma- 
rines and other modern weapons. There 
seems little likelihood of cutbacks in any 
department, 

The outlook for Increased revenues as 
a result of increased business activity is 
promising. Few observers believe, how- 
ever, that it will be enough to offset the 
already existing deficit spending and ad- 
ditional spending Congress is certain to 
vote. 

How to prevent further inflationary 
inroads under such conditions is a prob- 
lem which Congress will leave with the 
administration and with the people—a po- 
litical custom of long standing.

U.S. Atty. Gen. William P. Rogers has 
ruled that where there has been a state 
prosecution there should be no federal 
trial for thé same offense unless the rea- 
sons are “compelling.” 

This instruction follows the recent Su- 
preme Court decision permitting a state 
and the federal government successively 
to prosecute the same man for the same 
act. The decision underlines the split in 
the attitude of members of 
the court toward individual rights. Mr. 
Justice Frankfurter always has leaned 
heavily toward federalism, the division of 
authority between the federal government 
and s ts.

Speech on 
School Bill 


Following are excerpts 
from the speech of Sen. Tal- 
madge as he introduced a 
bill to remove the jurisdic- 
tion of federal courts over 
the administration of public 
achools. 


The framers of the Constitution 


knew the importance of a free. 
courageous, virtuous judiciary. 


But they also knew that a pliant, =

servilé and time-serving judiciary 
would be a deadly enemy of free 
society and a republican form of 
government. Consequently, they 
were careful to set the Judicial 
Branch up as a coordinate and 
independent department of gov- 
ernment but also were careful to 
put a check on it by vesting in 
Congress the authority to fix its 
jurisdiction. 


The Supreme Court’s Brown de- 
cision has done great harm to 
this nation because through it 
the court has shown its willing- 
ness to disregard our written con- 
stitution and its own decisions, to 
invalidate the laws of the individ- 
ual states and substitute for them 
a policy of its own. supported not 
by legal precedents but by the 
writing of social scientists. 


Every thinking American knows 
that surrender to the Supreme 
Court of the power to amend the 
Constitution at will, will vest in 
that tribunal power to make 
changes inimical to the public 
welfare and eventually will lead 
to a complete loss of control of 
the government by the people. 


That is why, Mr. President, | 
am today introducing for appro 
priate reference a bill to add a 
new section to Chapter 21 of 
Title 28 of the United States Code 
which would read as_ follows: 


“No justige, judge, or ‘court 
of the United States shall have 
jurisdiction to hear, determine, 
or review, or to issue any writ, 
process, order, rule, decree, or 
command with respect to, any 
case, controversy, or matter re- 
lating to the administration, by | 
any state or any political or 
other subdivision of any state, 
of any public school, public | 
educational institution, or pub- | 
lic educational system operated 
by such state or subdivision.” 


However much some citizens 
may applaud the Brown decision, 
Mr. President, they will accept 
the manner in which it was 
handed down at the peril of ex- 
posing themselves to some future 
application of the same theory of 
legislation by judicial decree. 


Unless the application of that 
concept of judicial lawmaking is 
stopped now by the enactment of 
legislation such as I am today 
proposing, the inevitable result 
will be to substitute for constitu- 
tional government a judicial oli- 
garchy under which the Execu- 
tive and Legislative Branches 
and the state and local govern- | 
ments will exercise only such | 
powers as the Supreme Court 
deems fit to grant them. 


Constitutional government as 
we heretofore have known it and 
the philosophy upon which the 
Brown decision was based are 
incompatible. So long as it is 
allowed to stand, the liberties 
and heritage of freedom which 
Americans in all regions s0 
zealously cherish are in great 
jeopardy. 


If the Brown decision is al- | 
lowed to stand, Mr. President, 
then we have no Constitution and 
no laws—only what the Supreme 
Court on any given occasion may 
say the Constitution and the laws 
are. 


Mr. President, I herewith in- 
troduce my bill and ask that it 
be read twice and appropriately 
referred.

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WASHINGTON, D.C.—Yesterday Secre- 
tary of Defense Neil McElroy distributed 
to 18 women from all parts of the United 
States certificates commemorating their 
service on Dacowits. If this ceremony hadn't 
taken place in the Pentagon I would have 
fled the scene but I had already been lost 
once. ‘(1 went to Western Union and it took 
a WAC captain and an Air Force sergeant 
30_minutes to retrieve me.) 


The reason I would have made my geta- 
way before he handed me my certificate 
was sheer guilt. I came to Washington know- 
ing that Dacowits wasn’t a Polish shiska- 
beb and marching society—and that’s about 
all I did know. 


At the first day’s indoctrination session 
when they introduced such women as Mrs. 
Neal Tourtelotte of Seattle, chairman, and 
Mrs. Howard F. Kingman of Los Angeles, 
vice chairman, I began to get the idea 
that because these ladies had high-ranking 
officer kin (Mrs. Kingman’s husbandris a re- 
tired admiral) that was necessary to mem- 
bership. Everybody seemed to have some- 


| body of exalted rank in the family and I 
_ figured having a son in the Coast Guard 
| boot camp wasn't going to be enough. So 


I made up my mind that when they got to

me I was going to say “Well, I know Mac 
Hyman” (the author, of course, of that 
well-known military work “No Time for 
Sergeants.” ) 


It turned out they didn’t get to me and 
in any case a blood tie with the military is 
not only unnecessary but unusual. Some of 
the Dacowits are very distinguished ladies, 
indeed, but many of them have the same 
trouble I do in telling one branch of service 
or one rank from another (I don't think 
anybody else, however, called General Cur- 
tis Lemay “‘major’’ at the Pentagon recep- 
tion Monday. ) 


But even if I was embarrassed to take 
the certificate which, luckily, they give you 
at the beginning instead of at the end of 
your service, I have become very much in- 
terested in the work of Dacowits. It means 
Defense Advisory Committee on Women in 
the Services. It was started in 1951 by Gen- 
eral George C. Marshall and it evolved into 
a group designed to interpret women in the 
service to the civilian population. 

In the beginning the Korean war made 
recruitment a main enterprise but nowadays 
it is a matter of helping to create further 
acceptance of miiitary service as a career 
for women and a citizenship responsibility. 


Mrs. Kingman is a very amusing woman 
who calls herself “‘a housewife glorified by 
some delicate hand in the Department of 
Defense into civic leader’ and adds “TI 
hope your postman is as pleased as mine.”’ 


She had some good things to say to us 
neophytes about her service on Dacowits. 
It is evidence to her that she lives in a 
civilized . society, she said, quoting Sir 
John Bagot Glubb as saying that in primi- 
tive countries the tradition of public serv- 
ice does not exist. And it has given her a 
tremendous affection and respect for the 
girls and women who serve in the nine 
branches. (Did you know there were that 
many? I didn't.) 

“Our military women, being responsible 
women,’ said Mrs. Kingman, ‘have ac- 
cepted the time-honored law of life, that 
women stand beside their men to help in 
whatever way possible.” 

In describing their motives and in a 
smaller way of course the motives of Daco- 
wits, Mrs. Kingman unblushimgly uses 
words which sound a little old-fashioned 
but which somehow makes the whole gath- 
ering worthwhile

It’s true that there are about as many bowling grips as the 
year has days—in width, in depth of holes, in offsets. There are 
two, three, four and even five-holed grips. 


Every one to his or her own 


particular grip. It’s a saying 
that you bowl only as well as 
your grip fits, so it is para- 
mount you get fitted exactly 
and comfortably. 


Get the help of an expert | 
by all means. With the many 
devices now in use, a poorly fit- 
ted grip is inexcusable. 


A ball still is, in large, the 
most expensive item of equip- 
ment, so it pays to be certain 
about the fit of the fingers and 
thumb. 


That is why I stress using 
the old, reliable method of de- 


—* 


termining the grip—the pro- 
cedure shown in the sketch. After the thumb and fingers are in- 
serted, pick up the ball, full weight, as you see in the sketch. It 
should then be easy to comfortably pass a pencil between the ball 
and the palm of the hand. 


Doing this, you'll have a fit that is not too stretched. Stretch 
the hand and you'll not.only have trouble releasing the ball smooth- 
ly, but you'll be inviting Blisters and calluses, neither of which 
makes bowling enjoyable, to be sure. 


One more thing: A span that is too wide makes it almost impos- 
sible to release the thumb before the fingers, which is necessary. 
The fingers, coming out last, apply hook spin with an easy lift of 
the arm. 


With a proper grip you must be able to sink the thumb deep— 
after you have inserted the fingers first. Some topflighters reverse 
the order; insert the thumb first. But that is the exception, not 
the rule.
